Chinese -—We are quite in accord with the 
honest and manly’ protest mado in the 
Legiatative Assembly on ‘Tnesday evening 
by Sic Honry Parkes against the ‘hypocrisy 
which is qlways demonstrating its claime to 
the possession of superior virtue by cheap 
denunciations of tho vices of the immeral 
Chinese, We further agreo with Sir 
Houry Parkes in wishing that wa had not 
the Chinese in tho country, and folly 
recognise the necessity of closely watching 
theic ingress und increase in any part of 
Australia, We want Anstralia; overy inch 
of it, for the Austrstians, fora great nation 
of civilised Europeans and predominantly 
Anglo-Saxons, and think that anything 
likely ‘to prejndice this general lomo. 
weneity of race, as, fur instance, . the 
aoparation of tropical, Anstralin un tho 
basia uf the introduction of a population of 
colored Inborers for the interest of u few 
cipitolista, would be 4 matter’ of the 
utmost concern to the future of «Aus- 
tralia as a whole. But, nevertheless, we

try to pictura that secno on Tuesday night 
in our halls of legislat:on, when one Minis. 
terof thy Crown was engaged in a brutal 
light with a fellow-member, with two of his 
brother-Ministera hounding him on, re- 
collections which may possitly put some 
chock to our disposition to assumo n high 
character for moral perfection, entitling us 
to sit in judgment on all other and less 
virtuous races of the earth. 

Thore are, wo are told, undescribable 
scones of vico in the Chinese dens of the 
city. Quite possibly. there -are. Indeed 
there must necessarily be a great deat of 
immorality. among a raco of whom only ths 
males come hore, leaving their women at 
home.. Butin the meautine we may ask 
are there no ‘dens’ in Sydnoy other than 
those tenanted by Chinese! Conld: not 
many a police detective or city missionary 
recoun proceedipge and doseribe scenes in 
which the actura were not Chinese, but ovr 
own people, which would cause a sliudder of 
horror?) Have we already forgotten those 
rovolations, not a-year old, of the aupply of 
the opportunities of vice to the well-to-do 
classes of England which, at the moment 
so deeply shocked the national conscience 
and astonished the civilised: world?
